One 
needs but to looR at the rolling hills 
sh aded as th ey are h ere and there by 
great oaks and ch estnuts to see that 
from a topograph ical 
standpoint we 
h ave h ere a perfect place. Th e water 
runs off by as perfect a sy stem of nat­ 
ural drainage as any body could 
de­ 
sire. 
Th at is, in my opinion, a great 
advantage. 
“For all lines of instruction we

Stock Pavilion. 


TUESDAY. OCTOBER 2 IS DATE 


Governcr to Be Invited— What Walter 
Williams Say s of the Sixth 
Annual State Fair. 


The finest live stock pavilion 
in 
America is completed upon the Mis­ 
souri SLi-e Fair grounds in Sedalia, 
writes Walter Williams in Sunday ’s 
•St. Lniiis Globe-Democrat. 
It will be 
dedicate 1 by Gov. Folk on Tuesday , 
October 2. 
The live stock pavilion is 
the largest in America, and it seats 
coiiifuriably , within easy reach of the 
Shorthorn cattle and long-voiced men, 
more F .iL 12,Odd persons. 
It is not 
the costliest, though the last general 
assembly appropriated |75,000 for its 
const’'uction, and not a cent will re- 
vort uii ;-ed into the stale treasury . 
But in adaptation to 
its 
purpose, 
which is the display of fine cattle, 
in coiiiiort, in beauty of architecture, 
in general appropriateness, it Is su­ 
perior to any other live stock 
pa v ilio n 
y et con.-iructed. 
The live stock men 
oi Mis» ‘ i-i are a lively lot. With one 
o f the liveliest 
of 
their 
number, 
Thomas J. Worn all, of Liberty , chair­ 
man of the senate committee on ap­ 
propriations, it was not difficult to 
secure Tiis beaut it iil building. 
Mistou.'i is a great live stock state. 
Though its stock number only 4% per 
cent of the total for the United 
Sta tes, 
they represent 5 per cent o f its v a ina 
It IS tlK fine stock , thus largely above 
the average for the federal 
unio n, 
which will be shown through its beat 
representatives in the live stock pa­ 
vilion. The building is constructed 
o f 
vitrified brick and stone, with 
red tile 
ro o f and steel truss supports. 
The 
capaciiv of the arena, pack ed 
no w j 
with tan bark , is sufficient for the ex- 
nibition of saddle and harness horses 
a nd several other classes of live stock 
at one time. 
In accordance with almost universal j 
demand from Missourians the S ta te , 
Fair has changed its date to the week j 
of September 29 to October 5. 
Here- 
j 
tofore it has been held in August, but 
this y ear October is the month. Live 
stock exhibitors in Missouri and other 
jtates believed that August was too 
iot tor a Missouri State Fair, and to 
Uie number of several hundred petl- 
Toned the American Association of 
fairs and Expositions to assign Mis- 
st uri the first week in October. This 
was ilune at a session held last De- 
cembc.

The 
Fair at Sedalia is the 
proiiori.v of the state of Missouri. Up­ 
on buildings, grounds and phy sical 
eqiiipnieiU the Slate has appropriated 
from its treasury ?5d<*,ou0 in the last 
six y ears. 
The state has au inv« st- 
meiii e. a Innf a million dollars in 
the Stai^ Fair and l acli biennial iegis* ^ 
iature h.is auded to the investment. 
For a lime the so-called breeders’ law . 
furnished a fund from 
which 
the^ 
•tate legislature made appropriation ^ 
lo r the equipment of the State Fair, j 
The breeders’ law was repealed, how­ 
ever. and the Fair’s further equip­ 
ment now conies from the general 
revenue fund of the state. 
“ I voted 
against repeal for my constituency ,” 
maid the late State Senator 
L. 
D. 
Hick s, of the Sedalia district; “but 
aow upon the second roll call 
I vote 
tor repeal for my conscience.” 
His 
conscience won, for his vote was 
de­ 
cisive for the law’s repeal. 
Out of 
the state treasury comes, 
ho wev er, 
only the money for buildings. 
The 
money necessary for the office ex­ 
penses of the Fair management, some 
$10,000 a y ear, and for the premiums 
a nd general expenses of 
the 
Fair, 
about S50,000 mere, comes from the 
gate receipts, fees 
and 
concession 
privileges. 
In the six y ears of its his­ 
tory the 
Fa ir has never failed to 
meet all Its obligations, though every 
y ear rain ha s cut do wn the attend­ 
ance and the consequent 
gate 
re­ 
ceipts. 
King Edward VII. will be repre­ 
sented at the Missouri State Fair by 
Shire horses from his special stables 
in England. 
It is seldom, if ever, 
that a monarch of a European coun­ 
try has exhibits entered for premium 
at a fair in one of “the states, ’ but 
this will be an exception. 
Co l. J. R. 
RIppey , a former member o f the leg­ 
islature, former curator of the iml- 


versity , now secretary of the State 
Fair, smiled as he told how the Mis­ 
souri Fair officials had secured the ex­ 
hit it. 
A Canadian provincial 
fair 
h sd, “by the gracious permission of 
ills majesty ,” as the bills announced, 
secured the exbil it of the English 
Shire horses for their event in order 
to stimulate interest in such horses, 
and it was through the k indly feeling 
of the Canadians tliat the exhibit was 
.<ent to Missouri. 
It will go from Se­ 
dalia to the Roy al show in Kansas 
City the following week . 
The Eng­ 
lish Shire horse is for draught pur­ 
poses. 
“It is not an unfair return.” 
said Secretary Rippey . “tliat King Ed­ 
ward should send his horses to Mis­ 
souri. 
Missouri furnished him with 
mules which won the Roer war.” 
The horses of King Edward are not 
the only or the chief attraction at the 
Fair. 
There will be a contest be­ 
tween Missouri and Kentuck y for a 
? 1 0nn cup for the best saddle y oung­ 
ster. 
rpon its decision will determine 
the relative merit of the y oung sad­ 
dlers of the two greatest horse-breed­ 
ing slates in the Fuioii. 
The scepter 
of power is departing from Kentuck y 
and the horsemen of the old Blue 
(o’ass state will seek to win it back . 
The Missouri mule will, of course, be 
in evidence. 
At the last State Fair 
there was a fine display of mules. 
The rank ing judge was a Kansan. Fp- 
on his score card, after giving his 
decision upon their relative merits, he 
wrote: 
“The finest twenty -five mules 
in America.” 
It is dangerous to use 
superlatives, but the Kansas judge 
was in this Instance safe. 
The State Fair, lik e the various 
world’s expositions, Chicago, Buffalo, 
Si, Louis. Portland, has had its spasms 
uiHui the Sunday opening question. 
The officers, after some deliberation, 
decided that they would admit vis­ 
itors to the grounds upon Sunday . 
The Fair began on Saturday and con­ 
tinued through the following week . It 
was thought that the opening of the 
Fair on Sunday , if there was no rac­ 
ing. no premiums awarded, merely ad­ 
mittance to the grounds, would not 
be out of place. 
When it was an- 
)unced, howe wm, that Missoarl in­ 
tended to open its officially conduct­ 
ed State Fair on Sunday , protests 
came quick and strong. 
The Fair of­ 
ficers held a special meeting, revok ed 
their former order and now the gates 
of the Fair will be closed tight on 
Sunday .

The figures of expenditures at the 
State Fair, though small as compared 
with the universal exposition at St. 
Louis, are y et quite respectable In 
amount. 
The original value of 
the 
grounds was $32,000 for 160 acres. 
For y ears 19 01-02 the general assem­ 
bly appropriated $b3,400; for 19 03-04, 
$114,9 is3; for the y ears 19 u5-0C, $127.- 
000. Secretary Rippey estimates that; 
tlie value of the exhibits will he over] 
$2,000,000. 
He values the cattle at j 
$500,000, the horses at $500,000 and 
the hogs at $60,000. 
The Fair shows the development 
1 
of the various Missouri 
industries. 
When the first poultry building was 
constructed it was more than large | 
enough to accommodate all the fowls. 
Within three y ears the growth of i 
poultry on exhibition was such that j 
a new and larger building was con- j 
structed. 
Now it is too small. 
This ^ 
shows how rapidly has increased the 
poultry interests of the state. 
The 
Fair display is a fine index. 
The in -1 
terest in particular varieties of stock . | 
the special lines of agricultural devel-j 
opmenG is mark ed. 
“W hatever goes 
to show the mak ing of good roads,” 
said Secretary Rippey , “draws a crowd 
constantly . The corn show alway s at­ 
tracts*. 
The races, of course, are the 
chief card. 
We have a fast mile 
track and have clipped seconds off 
of numerous records.” 
The Fair grounds are just at the 
corporate limits ol Sedalia, with the 
delightful 
home ot the Country club 
overlook ing. 
They contain 160 acres. 
Two railroads and a street car line 
run to the grounds. 
The railroads 
plan to run in partnership a shuttle 
train during the Fair. 
Twenty cities^ 
ask ed for the location of the F air.' 
Mexico w^as regarded by many as the 
certain winner because there lived the 
father of the State Fair, 
C. F. Clark , 
but the prize went to Sedalia.
